John W. Gates Relates the 


Story of the United 


Steel, Co. 


AFRAID OF CARNEGIE 


Washington, May 27.— How W. H. 


Moore and H. C. Frick lost $1,000,000 
to Andrew Carnegie In 1837 through 
.the forfeiture of an option on the Car- 
negie steel works, and the manner in 
which J. Pierpont Morgan, Charles M. 
Schwab. and himself conceived'the idea 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
in 1899 to head off Mr. Carnegie from 
engaging in the railroad and tube man- 
ufacturing business, were revealed to- 
day by John W. Gates before the house 
'"steel' trust"' investigating- committee. 


Forfeited 51,000,000 Option. 


"The price of finished steel," he said, 


"became badly demoralized in 1396 or 


1897. 
Mr. Frick and' Judge W. H. 


Moore conceived the idea of securing 
an option from Mr. Carnegie for his 
steel plant. They got the option and 
.paid $1,000,000 for it. Soon . afterward 
demoralization of 'the business became 
so great that they could not put the 
deal through. The price, I think, was 
$160,000,000. They 'had to forfeit that 
option and" they were not particularly 
pleased. Pretty soon .the Federal Steel 
company was formed with the consol- 
idation of the Lorain Steel company, 
the Minnesota Iron company and the 
Illinois Steel company ana dthe Elgin, 
Joliet and Eastern railroad.

were burned down and perhaps tw» 
thousand persons—concessionaires and 
employes—were turnec Into the streets 
homeless and penniless.

Of course ac- 
cidents'result'in such cases from lack 
of proper control or Inability to recog- 
nize dangers quickly, and to decide ac- 
curately how to avoid them.

noted German scientists made some 
experiments a few yews ago and. found 
that the power ot, the mind, was not 
bnly lowered by a very little alcohol, but 
that 'the effects of the drink 
lasted 


from twenty-four to forty-eight hours." 


"Talking about drink and accidents?" 


Inquired George Mueller, another of 
the workmen who had come up. '"I 
have read a good deal in my German 
papers lately about how the number of 
accidents seems to increase with the 
prevalence of the drink habit 
among 


workmen.. Just lately in a mine .near 
Zurich an investigation covering seven 
years showed that the largest number 
of accidents happened on Monday, after 
the Sunday drinking, as, of course, 
Saturday night and Sunday are the 
Ipecial .drinking times of the week." 


"Well," said John. Foster,- "mightn't 


*hose accidents be explained by 
the 


fact that the men had been away-from 
their work over Sunday, and the 'habit 
of the machine' had been broken up so 


• that the men were temporarily less 


skillful?" 


"Hardly," replied the doctor. 
"Any 


Influence of that kind would be offset 
by the good effects of the Sunday rest. 
.Investigations show that when Friday 


~ Is pay-day, more accidents happen on 


Saturday." 


"That reminds me," said Jean Des- 


. paTte, who had joined the group, "of an 


experience, 
told me by a doctor in 


France, which a Paris concern .had in 
cutting down the number of accidents. 
Its business was that of unloading 
boats. 
So many accidents happened 


that the premium on accident insur- 
ance was constantly going ' up. 
The 


superintendent found that the 
acci- 


dents took place mostly on the day of 
hiring. It was-the custom to pay the 
man a small installment of wages dur- 
ing "the forenoon, and the new work- 
men, who often had eaten nothing the 
night before, would leave the wharf 
during the rest hour and hasten out, 
not to eat, but to drink. The superin- 
tendent stopped the payment of the in- 
stallment of wages, forbade the men's 
going out, and distributed bread/and 
sausage. This had been done for four 
years when the fl<Jctor totd roe about 
It, and the number of serious accidents 
had become very small." 


"I lately saw a book on this subject 


by a certain German doctor of Dres- 
den." said Mueller, "In which he said 
that the real danger in alcohol for the 
workman is in the numerous drinking 
places in his neighborhood and on his 
way home from work, whether he ro- 
J?ji\!ns in them or fills his bottle and 
takes it home. The nest day he is apt 
to be below average from the after- 


•, 
effects of the alcohol." 


"I don't believe 
it is

knovrn." saifl Dr. Banister, "that the 
injury done by alcohol depends In Ian™ 
measure on the strain put upon the 
hody by the other 
unfavorable 
In- 


fluences. For example, drinkers often 
suffer from attacks of delirium tremens 
after an accident. I have in my library 
a book on Industrial Diseases and Ac- 
cidents.' which not only states what I 
have just told you. but says that in 
some drinking men even a slight injury 


. may" lead to a fatal attack of delirium 


tremens."

Soak a lamb's liver and heart in colfl

iquor to moisten. Pack in a greased, 
traight-sided pan, cover with a plate 
and small weight and let stand in. a 
cold. place for 
twenty-four 
hours.
